1 Apr  the  benefit  of  those  who  do  not 
already  know  it,  the  Exchange  Fiditor 
wishes  to  state  that  all  of  the  college  papers 
may  be  seen  by  any  who  will  take  the  trouble 
to  ask  for  them  at  the  Library. 

/\  S the  Holidays  approach.  The  Burr 
^ would  remind  tho.se  who  contemplate 
competing  for  the  literary  prizes  offered  in  the 
October  number,  that  all  such  articles  will  be 
due  early  in  ne.xt  term,  and  would  also  suggest 
that  vacation  will  afford  an  excellent  opportu- 
nity to  work  them  up.  It  is  to  be  earnestly 
hoped  that  the  inducements  offered  will  be 
sufficient  to  bring  to  light  some  of  the  talent 
which  certainly  must  exist  among  three  hun- 
dred and  fifty  students. 


1VT OT  wishing  to  complain  unless  the  in- 
^ ^ terest  of  the  students  strenuously  de- 
manded it.  The  Burr  has  refrained  heretofore 
from  expressing  the  general  discontent  which 
has  existed,  principally  in  the  upper  clas.ses, 
respecting  the  time  appointed  on  the  roster  for 
class  drill  in  the  gymnasium.  Many  Seniors 
were  surprised  to  find  that  an  hour  was  chosen 
in  the  middle  of  the  only  afternoon  which  they 
had  free.  To  those  who  room  in  Bethlehem 
this  caused  great  inconvenience  and  an  unnec- 
essary waste  of  time.  It  is  the  universal  cus- 
tom at  colleges  to  give  preference  in  every  pos- 
sible case  to  the  classes  in  the  order  of  their 
rank,  although  this  may  sometimes  inconven- 
ience the  lower  classes.  It  is  to  be  sincerely 
hoped  that  the  gymnasium  roster  for  the  next 
term  will  not  give  an  opportunity  for  further 
complaint. 

It  has  been  said  that  men  who  were  quietly 
performing  their  book-work  while  a class  was 
being  drilled  have  been  asked  to  leave  the  ex- 
ercise hall.  Such  a request  can  only  be  jus- 
tified by  undue  noise  or  ungentlemanly  con- 
duct. Little  time  is  left  for  book-work  or 
voluntary  exercise,  if,  during  the  many  hours 
assigned  for  class  drill,  men  are  e.xcluded  from 
the  gymnasium. 

X T is  now  about  the  time  of  the  year  when 
the  Senior  is  thinking  of  the  work  before 
him  in  preparing  a thesis  of  sufficient  merit  to 
pass  the  critical  gaze  of  the  faculty.  As  he 
picks  up  the  Register  and  gazes  over  his  ap- 
pointed work  for  the  second  term,  he  is  filled 
with  a feeling  of  consternation.  He  sees  there 
no  abatement  in  his  regular  duties.  The  same 
number  of  hours  of  recitation  per  week  is  pre- 
scribed. He  knows  full  well  that  the  prepara- 
tion of  his  studies  will  be  fully  as  difficult  and 
require  fully  as  much  time  as  has  been  the 
I case  in  the  past.  Amongst  us  at  least,  so  well 
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known  is  the  fact  that  a Lehigh  student  who 
does  the  work  prescribed  for  him  as  it  should 
be  done,  has  no  time  to  spare  for  athletics  or 
literary  work  outside  of  the  regular  course,  j 
that  it  is  now  mentioned  simply  to  emphasize 
its  truth.  It  is  also  the  testimony  of  men  from 
other  colleges  that  the  amount  of  work  re- 
quired here,  is  as  great,  if  not  greater,  than  at  * 
any  other  institution  in  the  land.  We  do  not  ; 
complain  of  this.  On  the  contrary  we  are  proud  ; 
of  it.  We  are  proud  that  our  Alma  Mater  has 
acquired  such  an  enviable  reputation.  W'^e  know  I 
that  the  result  has  been  to  make  our  Alumni  a I 
body,  small  in  numbers  it  is  true,  but  one  of  I 
which  we  never  need  feel  ashamed.  I 

There  is  an  old  proverb  which  wisely  says:  I 
“Don’t  ride  a good  horse  to  death.’’  This  is  | 
especially  applicable  to  the  present  case.  For 
a Senior  to  do  all  that  is  expected  of  him  as  it 
should  be  done  and  in  addition  to  write  a 
thesis  of  but  ordinary  merit  is  impossible.  The 
few  exceptional  cases  in  which  this  has  been 
done  only  go  to  prove  the  general  rule.  We  are 
not  of  those  who  consider  the  thesis  in  the 
light  of  an  exercise,  written  only  because  it  is 
required  for  graduation,  but  we  consider  it  as 
the  culmination  of  the  four  years’  work.  Its 
character  and  tone  should  be  such  that  a care- 
ful critic  could  judge  from  its  contents  how 
far  the  writer  has  profited  by  his  past  work,  j 
It  should  be  the  result  of  careful  and  profuse  I 
reading  on  his  part  and  of  frequent  consultation  | 
with  the  proper  professor  .on  all  doubtful  points. 
The  benefit  which  would  result  from  the  per-  1 
sonal  supervision  and  guidance  of  a professor  I 
can  hardly  be  estimated.  To  do  all  this  re-  : 
quires  time,  and  unless  the  regular  work  is 
neglected  it  is  not  possible  to  enter  into  the 
work  as  systematically  and  thoroughly  as  its  i 
importance  demands.  I 

To  petition  for  a change  in  the  roster  for  the 
coming  term  would  doubtless  .seem  to  many 
the  proper  way  to  insure  action,  but  the  fact 
that  a petition  of  the  Senior  class  last  year  was 
totally  ignored  is  sufficient  to  deter  the  Class  of 
’87  from  placing  itself  in  a similar  position. 


The  necessity  of  a change  is  becoming  more 
and  more  evident.  May  the  time  be  near  at 
hand.

ST.  ANDREW’S  GUILD. 

^ T a meeting  held  at  the  residence  of 
^ Bishop  Rulison,  on  Nov.  23,  by  students 
in  the  University,  a Church  Guild  was  organized. 
It  is  to  be  known  as  “ The  St.  Andrew’s  Guild 
of  The  Lehigh  University.”  A constitution 
was  adopted,  of  which  the  most  important  fea- 
tures were  the  object  of  the  Guild,  the  condi- 
tions of  membership,  and  the  governance  of  the 
societ}’.  Stated  briefly,  the  object  is  to  unite 
communicants  of  the  Church  and  other  baptized 
students  to  the  end  that  they  may  aid  one 
another  by  mutual  sympathy,  and  be  influential 
in  strengthening  the  religious  life  of  their 
fellow-students.  The  meetings  will  be  held 
monthly, except  during  the  first  and  last  months 
of  each  collegiate  term.  They  promise  to  be  of 
a very  beneficial  and  interesting  character,  and 
will  be  open  to  all.  All  baptized  under- 
graduates may  become  members,  but  the  offi- 
cers and  a majority  of  the  executive  committee 
must  be  communicants  of  the  Episcopal  Church. 

The  Guild  is  the  first  society  of  a religious 
character  ever  organized  at  Lehigh,  and,  from 
the  liberal  and  manly  tone  of  its  constitution, 
there  is  no  doubt  but  that  the  purpose  of  its 
founders  will  be  fully  realized.

MY  FELLOW  TRAVELER. 

/\  FEW  days  ago  I boarded  a train  for 

^ Philadelphia,  and,  on  entering  one  of 
the  cars,  found  the  only  available  seat  to  be 
beside  a pleasant  looking  man  of  about  fifty. 
I seated  myself  and  soon  became  engaged  in  a 
very  entertaining  conversation  with  my  fellow 
traveler.  At  length  we  began  to  talk  about 
colleges,  and  soon  I found  myself  listening  to 
the  following  story; 

“ Yes,  I’m  a college  man  myself,  having  been 
at  Harvard  in  the  class  of  185-.  My  bosom 
friend  was  a fellow  named  Grant  Halsey,  and  a 
better  fellow  never  lived.  It  was  during  his 
senior  year  that  he  became  head  over  ears  in  love 


with  Mary  Locke,  the  daughter  of  an  old  Bos- 
ton aristocrat.  But  her  father,  a crabid,  sour 
old  man,  became  much  opposed  to  Grant  and 
finally  forbade  him  the  house.  For  the  life  of 
me  1 couldn’t  see  the  reason  for  it — in  my 
opinion  the  girl  who  became  the  wife  of  Grant 
Halsey  would  indeed  be  fortunate. 

“ Now  the  affection  which  Grant  entertained 
toward  his  beloved  was  most  warmly  recipro- 
cated, and  consequently  their  enforced  separa- 
tion rendered  her  exceedingly  depressed.  She 
appeared  to  become  more  and  more  despond- 
ent until  one  day  she  committed  suicide  by 
drowning.  Her  body  was  not  recovered.  When 
Mr.  Locke,  w'ho  was  a perfectly  heartless  man, 
received  the  news  of  his  daughter’s  sad  end,  he 
appeared  to  feel  little  or  no  grief 

“The  next  day  Grant  disappeared.  He  left 
a short  note  assuring  me  that  it  would  be  im- 
possible for  him  to  stay  longer  where  every- 
thing was  so  suggestive  of  her,  and  asking  me, 
if  I cared  for  him  at  all,  to  make  no  effort  to 
discover  what  became  of  him.  Of  course,  I, 
with  his  other  friends,  recognized  his  desire  to 
get  away  as  somewhat  natural,  but,  no  doubt, 
many  of  us  wondered  why  he  wished  his 
whereabouts  kept  secret.  However  his  wishes 
were  respected,  and  soon  he  ceased  to  occupy 
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the  thoughts  of  most  of  his  former  friends. 
But  I never  ceased  to  think  of  him,  and,  al- 
though not  prosecuting  an  active  search,  was 
always  hopeful  of  learning  something  about 
him. 

“About  ten  years  after  graduating  from 
college,  being  a physician  and  desirous  of  per- 
fecting mj'self  in  my  specialty,  I was  stud\’ing 
in  Paris.  One  evening,  when  leaving  a theatre, 
I heard  a voice  near  me  which  sounded  strangly 
like  that  of  Grant  Halsey;  but  passing  out 
from  the  glare  of  the  gas-lights  the  dense 
crowd  prevented  me  from  obtaining  a look  at 
the  owner  of  it.  Slight  as  this  circumstance 
was,  the  impression  grew  upon  me  more  and 
more  that  Grant  was  in  Paris. 

“A  month  later  I was  at  a ball,  given  by 
Madame  Favoral.  The  dancing  was  well  under 
way.  With  my  partner  I had  just  taken  a posi- 
tion in  one  of  the  sets,  when  the  sound  of  a 
voice  I can  never  forget,  stirred  the  very 
depths  of  my  soul.  It  was  the  same  I had 
heard  that  evening,  a month  before,  when 
leaving  a theatre.  I turned  quickly  round 
and  there,  dancing  with  a woman  whose  face 
had  impressed  me  earlier  in  the  evening  as 
one  I had  seen  before  but  whom  I now  recog- 
nized as  ^lary  Locke,  was  my  old  friend  Grant 
Halsey.  We  saw  and  knew  each  other  simul- 
taneously, but  although  he  paled  perceptibly,  no 
sign  of  recognition  escaped  him.  He  turned 
and  spoke  in  a low  tone  to  his  partner,  and 
they  immediately  departed.  Soon  after  I 
learned  from  the  hostess  that  they  were  Mon- 
sieur and  Madame  d’Orbigny,  a very  happy 
young  couple,  quite  good  friends  of  her  family, 
and  had,  unfortunately,  just  left  on  account  of 
a bad  headache  of  ^Madame  d’Orbigny.  1 ob- 
tained the  situation  of  their  residence. 

“The  following  day  as  I was  about  to  start 
for  the  hou.se  of  ‘M.  d'Orbigny’  I received  a 
short  note  from  him,  requesting  me  to  come 
to  his  home  in  the  Rue  des  Veuves  at  three 
o’clock.  Of  course  I complied. 

“Ushered  into  the  library,  1 there  received 
a warm  welcome  from  Grant.  ‘ IMy  dear 


Charles,’  said  he,  ‘you  will  pardon  my  not 
greeting  you  last  night  at  Madame  Favoral’s; 
but  I trust  you  will  recognize  in  it  a desire  to 
spare  Mary  any  embarassment.’ 

“‘Certainly.’  And  then  with  considerable 
curiosity  1 said : ‘ But  tell  me  why  you  have 
kept  the  fact  of  her  being  alive  so  long  secret.’ 

“■  No  doubt  it  does  .seem  somewhat  unnatu- 
ral, if  nothing  more.  But  let  me  tell  you  the 
whole  story.  After  Mary’s  supposed  suicide, 
which  she  so  well  managed,  she  betook  her- 
self to  the  house  of  a cousin  of  mine,  who  was 
our  only  confident  in  the  affair.  There  1 joined 
her  the  following  day,  and  we  were  immedi- 
ately married.  In  a short  time  we  arrived  here 
and  have  lived  most  happily  ever  since.  It 
was  our  original  intention  to  inform  Mary’s 
father  after  we  had  become  settled,  that  she 
still  lived  But  when  we  learned,  through  my 
cousin,  of  the  wa}'  in  which  he  had  received 
the  news  of  her  death,  we  concluded  that  it 
would  be  just  as  well  to  let  the  illusion  con- 
tinue. But  lately,  in  spite  of  this  determination, 
a yearning  to  see  her  father,  unnatural  though 
he  was,  has  taken  possession  of  my  wife  and 
her  spirits  are,  in  consequence,  somewhat  de- 
pressed. In  view  of  this  and  your  recognition 
of  us  last  night,  we  have  decided  to  return  soon 
to  America.’ 

“ We  talked  on  for  some  time  and  at  length 
Grant  conducted  me  to  his  wife  who  received 
me  most  graciously. 

“ Six  weeks  later  I was  home.  I went  to 
Boston  and  v^ery  delicately  revealed  to  old  Mr. 
Locke  the  fact  that  his  daughter  was  still  alive 
and  took  particular  pains  to  impre.ss  upon  him 
that  the  only  thing  lacking  to  make  her  happi- 
ness complete  was  his  forgiveness.  With 
more  emotion  than  I had  believed  him  capable 
of,  he  a.ssured  me  of  his  great  joy  at  hearing 
this,  and  said  that,  as  far  as  forgiveness  was 
concerned,  he  was  the  one  who  required  it. 
Grant  informed  me  that  when  he  and  his  wife 
arrived  subsequently  the  meeting  was  very  af- 
fecting. The  happiness  of  their  life  thenceforth 
has  been  marred  only  b)'  the  death  of  the  old 
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aristocrat,  the  pride  of  whose  old  age  were  his 
daughter's  children.  I often  visit  my  old 
friend  and  am  always  welcomed  as  the  best 
friend  of  the  family.  In  fact,  young  man,  I am 
on  my  way  there  now  and  anticipate  a \'er)' 
enjoyable  time.” 

I noticed  while  my  fellow  traveler  was  talk- 
ing a number  of  the  passengers  appeared  very 
much  interested,  but  often  looked  at  me  with  a 
peculiar  smile.  Indeed  when  he  finished  his 
yarn,  just  as  the  train  rolled  into  the  Ninth 
and  Green  Station,  I heard  a gentle  laugh 
^ om  behind.  I looked  around  and  .saw  in  the 
next  seat  a mild-eyed  looking  man  with  a calm 
smile  overspreading  his  features.  As  we  rose 
to  leave  the  car,  he  linked  his  arm  in  that  of 
my  fellow  traveler  and  turning  round  to  me 
said:  “Good  story  that,  wasn’t  it?  Mr.  Ephraim 
is  not  violent  but  always  springs  a good  one 
on  everybody  he  meets.  I am  sorry,  however, 
he  can’t  take  his  little  trip  to  Boston.  The  fact 
is,  my  charge  is  a little  wrong  in  his  upper 
story  and  is  on  his  way  to  Kirkbrid’s.’’  At  this 
the  passengers  smiled  audibly  and  I was  pro- 
portionately discomfited.

Never  before  had  such  an  enthusiastic  crowd 


gathered  on  our  grounds  to  witness  a game  of 
foot-ball.  And  well  might  they  be  enthusiastic 
for,  besides  the  fact  that  this  was  the  finest  and 
best  played  game  of  the  season,  Lehigh’s  team 
scored  a most  brilliant  victory  over  Pennsyh  a- 
nia’s  team  of  ex-graduates,  preps,  and  all.  The 
visiting  team  were  compelled  to  play  a defens- 
ive game  throughout.  The  best  work  for 
Pennsylvania  was  done  by  the  Church  of  Ger- 
mantown Academy,  whose  play  at  end-rush 
was  unusually  well  done.  Bradford's  play- 
ing was  indeed  the  finest  we  have  ever  seen, 
and  can  not  be  commended  too  highly.  Some 
of  his  rushes  through  the  opposing  team  were 
truly  remarkable.  Long’s  support  of  Bradford, 
together  with  his  brilliant  running  and  dodging, 
is  also  deserving  of  great  praise.  We  have 
never  seen  the  rest  of  the  team  acquit  them- 
selves with  greater  credit,  and  it  would  be  hard 
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to  single  out  any  one  man  as  deserving  especial 
mention  above  the  others. 

To  say  the  least,  we  think  it  rather  small  in 
the  Pennsylvania  team  to  go  home  and  try  to 
lay  the  blame  for  loosing  the  game  to  a large 
extent  on  the  referee.  If  they  had  any  fault  to 
find  with  any  of  his  decisions  they  should  have 
made  it  known  at  the  time  they  were  given. 
In  fact  not  a single  decision  was  questioned 
during  the  game,  all  acknowledging  that  this 
gentleman  was  one  of  the  most  capable  of  refer- 
ees.

The  great  interest  felt  in  this  contest  was 
evinced  by  the  unusually'  large  crowd  that 
turned  out  to  witness  it.  Apparently  all  of 
Lafay'ette  had  come  up  and  we  have  yet  to  find 
the  Lehigh  man  who  was  not  there.  The  ar- 
dor of  the  latter  was  considerably  dampened, 
however,  on  learning  that  the  Lafayette  mana- 
ger was  to  act  as  referee. 

The  game  was,  without  doubt,  the  roughest 
one  of  the  season,  the  players  on  both  teams, 
urged  on  by  the  excited  cheers  of  their  com- 
rades, strenuously  exerting  themselves  to  do 
their  very  best.  The  rush  lines  on  both  sides 
were  about  evenly  matched,  but  the  much 
stronger  playing  on  the  part  of  Lehigh’s  half- 
backs gave  to  the  home  eleven,  on  the  whole, 
considerable  advantage  over  their  opponents. 
Up  to  the  time  that  the  game  wa§  closed  no 
points  were  scored  by'  either  side.  During  the 
first  half  of  the  game  each  team  succeeded  in 
placing  the  ball  within  five  yards  of  their  oppo- 
nent’s goal  only  to  loose  it  on  the  fourth 
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down.  This  part  of  the  game  was  character- 
ized by  the  fine  running  of  Krick  of  Lafay- 
ette, and  the  remarkably  good  tackling  of 
Wetzel,  Bates,  Davis  and  Kittrell  of  Lehigh, 
together  with  the  brilliant  playing  of  Bradford 
and  Long.  In  the  second  half,  after  some  hard 
playing  on  the  part  of  both  teams,  the  ball  was 
down  at  Lehigh’s  twenty-five  yard  line,  in  the 
possession  of  Lafayette.  At  this  moment  the 
referee,  with  his  back  to  the  players,  allowed 
himself  to  become  engaged  in  a dispute  with 
some  of  the  bystanders  in  regard  to  the  dis- 
tance advanced  since  the  last  play.  The  Lehigh 
team,  knowing  that,  according  to  all  the  cus- 
toms of  foot-ball  playing,  the  ball  was  “dead,” 
naturally  relaxed  their  vigilance  for  a moment. 
The  Lafayette  team  seeing  this,  seized  the 
opportunity  to  carry  the  ball  to  within  a few 
yards  of  Lehigh’s  goal.  The  captain  of  the 
home  eleven  very  indignantly  insisted  that  the 
ball  be  taken  back,  justly  claiming  that  it 
was  not  in  play,  and  upon  the  refusal  of  the 
referee  to  so  direct,  withdrew  his  men  from  the 
field. 

There  are  none  who  will  not  deplore  the 
fact  that  the  circum.stances  were  such  as  to 
make  the  pursuance  of  such  a course  necessary. 
Captain  Pierce  was  certainly  justified  in  doing 
as  he  did.  According  to  all  the  rules  of  foot- 
ball, the  referee  must  see  every  play  that  is 
made.  That  in  this  case  such  was  an  abso- 
lute physical  impossibility  none  can  deny. 
Lmdoubtedly  all  this  trouble  would  have  been 
obviated  had  the  referee  been  a neutral  man. 
With  whom  then  lies  the  responsibility  of  not 
furnishing  such  a one?  Primarily  Lafayette 
was  wholly  to  blame.  When  the  games  were 
arranged  it  was  distinctly  agreed  that  at 
each  a man,  entirely  unconnected  with  either 
college,  should  be  procured  as  referee,  La- 
fayette to  furnish  one  for  the  game  at  Easton 
and  Lehigh  for  the  game  here.  Lafayette 
failed  to  fulfill  her  part  of  the  agreement, 
informing  our  team  of  the  fact  only  upon  their 
arrival  on  the  field  of  play.  Judging  from  past 
experience  we  are  compelled  to  state  that  we 


think  this  omission  was  not  due  so  much  to 
force  of  circumstances  as  to  willful  negligence 
on  the  part  of  Lafayette.  At  this  time  a Lehigh 
man  was  proposed  for  referee  and  accepted,  the 
only  stipulation  made  by  our  opponents  being 
that  a Lafayette  man  should  referee  the  return 
game.  Rather  than  postpone  the  game  our 
captain  reluctantly  consented.  This  referee 
was  acknowledged  on  all  sides  to  be  perfectly 
capable  and  impartial,  none  ot  his  decisions 
being  questioned  by  either  side  and  in  no  case 
allowing  his  attention  to  be  taken  from  the 
game  by  arguments  with  the  spectators. 

Whether  this  failure  to  furnish  a proper 
referee  at  the  first  game  was  a deep  laid 
scheme  to  force  a Lafayette  man  on  us  at  the 
second  and  most  important  game  and  thus  win 
the  game  by  hook  and  crook,  we  have  no 
means  of  knowing,  though  the  facts  of  the 
case  seem  to  point  in  this  direction  quite 
strongly.  We  should  regret  very  much  to  be 
obliged  to  believe  it.

ing paragraph  occurs:  “The  University  of  the 
South,  at  Swanee,  Ky.,  has  its  vacation  in  the 
winter,  in  order  to  save  fuel.”  I am  very  well 
aware  that  no  one  connected  with  The  Burr 
would  intentionally  do  injustice  to  a sister 
university,  but  in  order  to  explain  how  thor- 
oughly misinformed  you  are  concerning  Swa- 
nee and  the  Southern  L^niversity,  I beg  leave 
to  make  the  following  statements.  In  the  first 
place  Swanee  is  not  in  Kentucky,  but  Ten- 
nessee. This  university  owns  a domain  of  ten 
thousand  acres  abounding  in  coal  and  timber, 
and  the  cheapest  thing  to  be  found  thereabouts 
is  fuel.  The  real  reason  for  giving  a vacation 
in  the  winter  is  this;  The  patrons  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  the  South  are  chiefly  men  from 
southern  families  living  in  the  southern  States, 
where,  because  of  the  climate,  many  need  to 
leave  their  homes  during  the  warm  weather. 
When  this  univ^ersity  was  founded  it  was  de- 
signed to  furnish  a summer  resort  for  these 
men,  and  to  enable  them  to  pursue  their  studies 
in  midsummer.  This  allows  them  to  return 
home  during  the  winter  and  they  need  not  be 
absent  from  home  throughout  the  year.  Hence 
it  was  that  the  vacation  was  made  for  Decem- 
ber, January  and  February,  and  that  during 
the  summer  vacation  at  other  colleges  Swa- 
nee is  in  full  blast.

Editors  Lehigh  Burr  : — Americans,  at 
this  particular  time  more  than  any  other, 
ought  to  be  prepared  for  the  solution  of  the 
ugly  Labor  and  Capital  problem.  It  is  espe- 
cially important  that  employers  should  be  ca- 
pable of  wise  judgment  on  this  question.  In 


the  capacity  of  employers  most  of  Lehigh’s 
graduates  are  and  will  be  called  upon  to  act. 
For  this  reason  I think  more  attention  should 
be  giv^en  in  the  college  courses  to  instruction 
in  Political  Economy. 

It  is  far  from  me  to  lay  any  blame  upon  the 
gentleman  who  now  has  charge  of  the  instruc- 
tion in  this  department.  The  blame,  as  far  as 
there  is  any,  lies  rather  with  the  authorities  who 
do  not  create  a chair  of  this  science  exclusively. 
If  money  and  time  are  supposed  wanting,  I 
venture  to  say  that  they  both  might  be  devoted 
more  profitably  to  Political  Economy  than  to 
several  studies  now  included  in  the  curriculum. 

No  one  man,  whatever  his  attainments,  can 
do  justice  to  this  besides  several  other  import- 
ant subjects.  It  is  an  intellectual  impossibility. 
Political  Economy  is  a science  which  demands 
the  entire  and  long  continued  attention  of  one 
who  would  master  it.  The  subject  has  taken 
a firm  hold  upon  the  educated  men  of  our  coun- 
try, and  the  result  is  that  many,  thoroughly 
capable  of  teaching  it,  can  be  found  if  they  are 
only  sought.  I merely  desire  to  emphasize  my 
opinion  that  Lehigh  should  seek  one  of  these 
individuals.

Comments. — We  clip  the  following  from  the  Mon- 
mouth Collegian,  thinking  it  well  worth  the  perusal  of 
all.  In  speaking  of  college  papers,  it  says;  “*  * Their 
merit  generally- corresponds  with  the  size  and  character 
of  the  colleges  that  support  them,  and  they  are  the  truest 
advertisements  of  their  respective  institutions.’

is  justified,  to  some  extent,  in  forming  his  idea  of  the 
standing  of  a college  by  the  paper  it  supports.  Here, 
then,  is  a hint  to  us  editors.  Besides  the  labor  of  mak- 
ing our  paper  interesting  to  its  readers,  we  have  the  ad- 
ditional task  of  upholding  the  respectability  and  pres- 
tige of  our  college.” 

The  Rutgers  Targum  is  so  hurt  by  the  fact  that  The 
Burr  has  said  that  “ Rutgers  existed  for  the  purpose 
of  occasionally  letting  Lehigh  win  a game,”  that  it  de- 
votes an  editorial  to  say  that  the  students  at  Rutgers 
“should  not  allow  their  grand  old  college  to  be  spoken 
of  disrespectfully.”  When  that  remark  was  made  Rut- 
gers was  the  only  college  which  Lehigh  had  defeated, 
either  at  foot-ball  or  base-ball.  Though  since  that  time 
our  base-ball  team  has  not  distinguished  itself  as  it 
should,  that  remark,  as  far  as  foot-ball  is  concerned, 
applies  as  well  to  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  Ste- 
vens, Dickinson  and  Haverford,  as  to  Rutgers. 

The  Haverfordian  has  a fair  and  impartial  ac- 
count of  the  foot-ball  game  of  Nov,  24th.  They  may 
well  be  proud  of  the  fact  that  they  are  the  only  te;im 
which  has  scored  this  season  on  the  home  ground. 
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The  Yale  Record  and  the  Williams  Fortnight  are 
still  up  to  their  old  degree  of  excellence.  We  would 
also  mention  with  praise  the  Virginia  University 
Magazifie  and  the  Stes’ens  Indicator.

Association  aggregate  846  000. Among  the  curiosi- 

ties at  the  St.  Paul  Dime  Museum,  are  two  Harvard 
graduates  who  perform  a song  and  dance. — Pioneer 
Press. A vesper  service  is  held  every  Thursday  even- 
ing at  Harvard. At  Amherst  the  Students’  Board 

has  for  the  first  time  exercised  its  authority  by  expelling 
a student  for  using  a “pony”  in  the  classroom  after  he 

had  promised  the  professor  not  to  use  it. There  are 

twenty  Yale  alumni  associations. Five  colleges  have 

been  founded  in  Dakota  during  the  past  year. — —One 
hundred  and  thirteen  men  tried  for  positions  on  the 

Princeton  Freshman  Glee  Club. It  is  said  that  the 

Faculty  of  Oberlin  has  declined  to  permit  Henry  Ward 

Beecher  to  lecture  before  that  institution. The  New 

York  Sun  claims  to  have  thirty  college  graduates  on  its 

staff. The  Columbia  Faculty  has  voted  not  to  make 

Latin  and  Greek  optional  in  the  Junior  year. Colum- 

bia will  celebrate  her  one  hundredth  anniversary  April 
1 7th.  1887. Watkinson,  the  celebrated  Yale  half- 

back. died  on  Wednesday  of  typhoid  fever,  a result,  it 
is  said,  of  too  hard  training  and  playing  in  the  rain 
inthe  Yale-Princeton  game.
